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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
Fiedischuster is directed to a sink/float separation mechanism for recyclable waste, Tse 
teaches a cylindrical tank with moving plates, James teaches calculation of specific 
gravity, and Smith teaches maintaining specific gravity. Tse's teaching of moving plates 
only relates to a separator with a mesh enclosure so cannot be used in a sink/float 
mechanism. Smith's teaching does not teach maintaining a specific gravity that was 
based off of the surface-dry density measured in a state where each of the waste 
components contained a sufficient amount of water. The distinction is that the prior art 
teaching does not show measuring and maintaining the reference specific gravity that 
was based off of surface-dry density measured in a state where each of the waste 
components contained a sufficient amount of water and where the tank has rotating 
plates for lifting sink components and placing them into a recovering unit..
